CANADIAN FINALS RODEO 

Didsbury bull-rider 
listed critical after 
ride went wrong 

Greg Whitlow rushed to hospital alter 
being knocked unconscious

A bull ride gone wrong was the cause of critical injuries to 
a local man at his performance at a rodeo competition in Ed¬ 
monton. 

A 26-year-old Disbury man was critically injured on Sun¬ 
day during a violent bull ride at the Canadian Finals Rodeo in 
Edmonton. 

Greg Whitlow is at Edmonton’s University Hospital after a 
black bull, named Lights Out head-butted him, knocking him 
unconscious. 

Reportedly, Whitlow was then flung into the dirt, and stepped 
on twice by the bull. 

Witnesses say that paramedics attended to Whitlow for 15 
minutes in the arena, after he was thrown. 

Three hours after being taken to the hospital, doctors were 
reporting that Whitlow was in critical, but stable condition, 
and had not yet regained consciousness. 

Whitlow’s parents and wife are keeping a vigil at the hospi¬ 
tal, while other family members anxiously wait for the news. 

“I'm waiting to hear from his dad. He’ll phone me when¬ 
ever he knows anything more,” said Whitlow’s uncle, Vair. 

“He was still in critical condition when we left last night,” 
said Vair on Monday morning. 

“That’s about all I can tell you...because they weren’t done 
the X-rays and everything, when we left,” he said. 

According to Vair, his nephew has been riding since he was 
13 years old, and this is not the first injury Whitlow has en¬ 
dured. 

About two years ago. he lost his left eye in a rodeo in Tuscon. 
When asked if the family was ever concerned with the fact 
that Whitlow was participating in such a potentially danger¬ 
ous sport, Vair said ‘no’. 

“Any sport you are concerned with,” said Vair, adding that 
most of the family has experience with the sport. 

“We’ve all rodeoed,” he said. 

According to Vair, all of Whitlow’s brothers, sisters, his 
parents and his wife were in Edmonton at the time and wit¬ 
nessed the accident. 

This is the first time Whitlow has qualified for the Cana¬ 
dian Finals Rodeo, and he has also qualified for the National 
Finals Rodeo, which is set to take place in Las Vegas during 
the second week of December.

REMEMBRANCE DAY 

Ross Ford remembers the fallen of the past wars

Principal of Ross Ford El¬ 
ementary Dave Couves said 
the participation factor is one 
of the aspects that sets this 
assembly off from others that 
will be held in the Didsbury 
area. 

"I think because the kids 
are younger and have more dif¬ 
ficulty with the intent of Re¬ 
membrance Day we try to 
peace things together with a 
peace initiative." 

During the ceremonies a 
parallel was drawn in one 
presentation between wars 
and playground disputes. 

The message was that when 
two sides are unable to resolve 
their differences in a peaceful 
manner fights or conflict 
break out. 

"It was nice to see all of the 
classes participate," said 
Couves. 

After all of the students 


were afforded the opportunity 
to send their messages about 
remembrance Day, veteran 
Bill Jepps took the opportu¬ 
nity to address the assembly 
to talk about the importance 


of remembering. 

"It was a nice program for 
celebrating Nov. 11," said 
Jepps who thanked teachers 
and staff. "As you can tell our 
ranks are getting thinner and 


there are fewer and fewer of 
us each year. I hope that one 
day when we are gone or un¬ 
able to attend, the program 
will continue when we are not 
here.” 


Jepps also told the students 
to remember all of the casu¬ 
alties of the war. He said most 
people think of the soldiers 
but there were many others 
who perished in the fights.

Labelling issues debated 


Would you buy a box of crackers carrying the 
label. "May contain genetically modified ingre¬ 
dients"? 

Mandatory labelling of any foods containing 
genetically modified (GM) ingredients was pro¬ 
posed in Liberal MP Charles Caccia's private 
member's bill, recently defeated in the House of 
Commons by a vote of 126 to 91. The closeness 
of the vote, along with a public statement by 
federal Health Minister Allan Rock indicating 
his personal support for mandatory labelling, 
reflects divisions within Canada on the issue. 
These divisions exist between environmental 
groups, such as the Sierra Club, whose mem¬ 
bers are in favour of mandatory labelling, and 
Canada's growing biotechnology industry, which 
fears mandatory labelling would cause a con¬ 
sumer backlash against safe food products not 
able to carry the non-GM label. Canadian politi¬ 
cians and producers are caught in the middle. 

While supporting consumers' right to know 
what is in their food, the Canadian Wheat Board 
(CWB) is opposed to mandatory labelling of food 
products as proposed in the Caccia Bill, and the 
bill s inclusion of a stated tolerance level of just 
one per cent for GM ingredients in non-GM 
foods. This low tolerance level would be difficult 
and costly to reach using the current system of 
bulk grain handling. If a Canadian baker were 
using flour milled from No. I COORS, or any 
other Canadian grade or wheat variety, they may 
not be able to place the "Does not contain" label 
on their bread until large scale changes are made 
to grain handling and processing systems. 

Work is underway to enable the Canadian 
grain handling system to cost-effectively iden¬ 
tify and segregate wheat and other grain crops 
by variety down to the genetic level, but it will 
take at least two or three years to develop, test 
and fully implement the new handling processes. 

The CWB respects the rights of consumers to 
know what goes into their food. Furthermore, 
the CWB has confidence in the Canadian Food 


Inspection Agency and Health Canada's regula¬ 
tory management of food safety in Canada. But 
the changes to the Food and Drugs Act proposed 
by the Caccia bill put into question the health 
end safety of current GM products. As well, those 
changes do not address the issue of consumer 
information and choice because they set require¬ 
ments that make it difficult to put "non-GMO" 
labelled products on the market. 

We don't want western Canadian farmers to 
lose any domestic or overseas markets for their 
wheat and barley due to unrealistic tolerance 
levels, or to have to pay extra costs for identify¬ 
ing and segregating their crops, until there are 
sufficient consumer demands and financial ben¬ 
efits to cover the costs. 

Such foods include not just GM products, but 
also products developed through traditional 
breeding methods such as Clearfield wheat, a 
variety now approaching commercial production 
in Canada. Even though this variety is recog¬ 
nized as a non-GM product under international 
regulations, the CGSB's draft standard would 
prohibit products made from Clearfield wheat 
to use the "non GM” label in Canada. The result 
would be that Clearfield wheat would have an 
ambiguous status as to whether it was GM or 
not and it could not capture any premiums paid 
for non-GM products. 

As a major exporter of wheat and barley, we 
believe that Canadian Labelling standards for 
G M products must agree with international 
standards. The CWB wants a standard that will 
not put Canadian farmers at a disadvantage com¬ 
pared to farmers growing similar products in 
other countries, that will not impose any ex¬ 
traordinary costs for identity preservation of 
products over which consumers have not ex¬ 
pressed concerts, and that will not bring into 
question the quality reputation of Canadian 
wheat.

Canadian government is in 
contradiction over terrorism bill 


Dear Editor, 

Bill C36, the “Anti-terrorism 
Bill", is currently being debated 
in the House of Commons. The 
Bill amends the Criminal Code. 
Section 83.01(b)(ii)(E) of the 
Code defines terrorist activity 
as “to cause serious interfer¬ 
ence with or serious disruption 
of an essential service, facility 
or system, whether public or 
private, other than as a result 
of lawful advocacy, protest, dis¬ 
sent or stoppage of work...” 

Demonstrations against cor¬ 
porate globalization, such as 
the one in Quebec City for ex¬ 
ample, often involve “unlaw¬ 
ful” activities such as civil diso¬ 
bedience, trespass, resisting 
arrest or illegal occupation. 

Under the terms of Bill C36 
these activities could be consid¬ 
ered terrorism. 

Even wildcat strikes, how¬ 
ever justified, would be consid¬ 
ered terrorism if they affected 
an activity described as an "es¬ 
sential service.” 

The Bill is designed to give 
police and security forces 
wide-ranging powers to appre¬ 
hend persons they suspect are 
guilty of terrorism. 

Critics of the Bill have 
charged that if enacted it will 
override the Charter of Rights 
and Freedoms, deny Canadians 
their civil liberties and 
criminalize dissent. If the crit¬ 
ics are right (and I believe they 
are) then the Bill will accom¬ 
modate the wealthy corporate 
elite by giving them free reign 
to pursue their relentless drive 
toward globalized power and 
control. 

They will no longer have to 
be concerned about pesky dem¬ 
onstrators striving to expose 


their agenda or disrupt their 
plans. 

While Bill C36 has received 
wide coverage in the media, an¬ 
other piece of legislation. Bill 
C35, “An Act to amend the For¬ 
eign Missions and Interna¬ 
tional Organizations Act”, de¬ 
bated in the House of Commons 
on October 5, 2001, has gone 
virtually unmentioned. 

Concerned that foreign gov¬ 
ernment representatives who 
may be using terrorist methods 
to brutally suppress dissent 
within their own countries may 
fall under the provisions of the 
“Anti- terrorism Bill”, Ottawa 
has quietly tabled Bill C35 to 
ensure that such officials are 
not only immune from prosecu¬ 
tion while attending interna¬ 
tional events in Canada, but 
that they also enjoy the secu¬ 
rity of police protection from 
protesters while in Canada. 


It would appear that the 
Chretien government is engag¬ 
ing in a contradiction. Terror¬ 
ists, or persons suspected of 
being terrorists, will be sub¬ 
jected to the full force of the 
law unless they happen to be 
terrorists representing friendly 
foreign governments.

The Didsbury Lions will try to alleviate the prob¬ 
lem of a lack of used clothing in Didsbury through 
an initiative they will embark on during A Dids¬ 
bury Country Christmas on Nov. 30. 

Derek Penner, a co-organizer for the project said 
Didsburians are donating clothes but a lot of them 
are going to a drop off point and are being hauled 
into Calgary.

they were and there were no calls to 
the police until the smashed windows 
were discovered. 

Woolnough said most of the cars 
that were hit were in cul-de-sacs - an 
area where there would be few cars 
passing by. 

There have been a few break-ins 
earlier this month but Woolnough 
said that having 15 done in one night 
in one location is unusual. 

"They don't usually get away with 
doing 15 in one night," he said. 

It is believed there was more than 
one individual associated with the 
break-ins because of the number of 
cars involved and the amount of 
equipment stolen.

An entire neighbourhood woke up 
in a foul mood learning that vandals 
broke into 15 vehicles in their neigh¬ 
bourhood early Friday morning. 

Word spread quickly at about 5 a.m. 
that vehicle windows had been 
smashed and stereos and valuables 
stolen and quickly the neighbourhood 
converged on the street assessing the 
damage. 

"I feel violated and angry that it 
happened to us," said 17-year-old 
Elaine Sanderson who ended up vacu¬ 
uming her car out on her Friday off 
from school. 

"I am upset that someone would do 
that to my vehicle.” 

Sanderson's stereo was stolen from 
her car and her back seat was pulled 
back from where it was attached to 
her trunk where she believed thieves 
were going after her speakers. 

Sanderson was out on the street at 
about 5:30 am and said there were a 
number of people assessing the dam¬ 
age to the vehicles. 

Her mother woke from bed when a 
neighbour called explaining what hap¬ 
pened. 

Didsbury RCMP spent most of the 
morning asking local residents for in¬ 
formation on the crime and several 
vehicles were fingerprinted in hopes 
of coming up with a lead. 

Cst. Steve Woolnough said about 
half of the cars had stereos taken and 
that CDs and a set of golf clubs were 
stolen. 

He said the crooks took a smash 
and grab approach to their spree and 
most likely used a blunt object to 
break through the windows. 

Upon investigating, some local resi¬ 
dents said they heard noises that night 
but no one had gone out to check what

Highway 2A upgrade

Since the Klein government announced a freeze and a one per 
cent roll back on provincial funding the question on everyone's 
mind has been what projects will be delayed or what projects will 
be scrapped and which ones will go ahead as scheduled.

was presented to the government as a priority by local residents, 
been tendered it has already been awarded. 

Richardson Brothers Ltd., out of Olds, who was awarded the 
first phase of Highway 2A upgrades between Didsbury and Olds 
have been awarded the second phase scheduled to begin in 2002. 

Marz says he isn't sure on an exact start date for the projects, 
but did say it will be completed in the new year. 

"There will be a road under construction next year," said Marz. 
"It's a short project, but it's a substantial one, I'll be really happy 
to see it completed." 

Marz isn't the only one who will be pleased to see upgrades 
completed on Highway 2A, the narrow, well used thoroughfare 
that serves as a link between Carstairs and Didsbury has been 
the subject of numerous complaints. 

Not only does the road have a lot of hills and dips it is ex¬ 
tremely narrow and with the large amount of truck traffic on 
Highway 2A many motorists say they are very nervous driving 
on the secondary highway, especially at night. 


And earlier this week 
RCMP issued a release 
through its business watch 
program asking anyone with 
information about the flyers 
to come forward. 

Didsbury was targeted, 
along with eight other Al¬ 
berta centres, to receive lit¬ 
erature regarding the terror¬ 
ist attacks from a white na¬ 
tionalist organization. Anti- 
Sematic leaflets were distrib¬ 
uted during the Thanksgiving 
weekend, entitled, "Let's stop 
being human shields for Is¬ 
rael" by the National Alliance 
in Canada organization. 

The sheet features quotes 
from Osama bin Laden taken 


from an interview conducted 
with him by ABC in 1998. 

According to a press re¬ 
lease that was issued the day 
after the leaflets were distrib¬ 
uted, nine communities in 
Alberta were targeted includ¬ 
ing Olds and Didsbury. 

In the leaflets the National 
Alliance warns Alberta the 
province could become a tar¬ 
get of "large scale terrorism" 
unless Ottawa radically alters 
its foreign policy. 

Contained in the press re¬ 
lease is an argument from the 
Chairman of the National Al¬ 
liance Dr. William Pierce, that 
the reason for the Sept. 11 at¬ 
tacks is because of America’s 


support of Israel's aggression 
against them. He said support 
of Israel is evident. 

"Our lying media and lying 
politicians in Washington will 
deny that, but it is crystal 
clear to anyone with eyes to 
see; it is obvious to thinking 
people everywhere. The at¬ 
tacks last week were not un¬ 
provoked. We were attacked 
because we support Israel fi¬ 
nancially, diplomatically and 
militarily. As long as we con¬ 
tinue to support Israel we will 
remain a target for the patri¬ 
ots and religious 
fundimentalists of everyother 
country in the Middle East. 
Is that what we want?"

Canada

A little over 60 years ago ab¬ 
solutely everything was taken 
away from Sidney Cyngiser - his 
home, his family and his 
freedoms. 

Cyngiser was a young Jew 
living in Poland when his life 
drastically changed. The second 
world war became an event that 
changed his life forever and af¬ 
fects him to this day. It ravaged 
him physically and emotionally 
and in remembering the events 
of his life so many decades ago 
brings tears to his eyes. 

In 1939 Cyngiser's hometown 
was taken over by the Nazi re¬ 
gime. Laws were changed and 
Jewish citizens were forced to 
register and wear arm bands 
indentifying them. A short time 
later homes and businesses 
were confiscated and in early 
1940, 30,000 Jews were given 
10 days to move into two ghet¬ 
tos. Cyngiser and his family, 
seven in all set themselves up 
in a small warehouse. 

In the ghettoes the Jewish 
people were tormented and lived 
in fear. At nights drunken Na¬ 
zis would raid the ghettos and 
would shoot Jews. Cyngiser re¬ 
members that some mornings 
bodies w r ere left on the street 
needing to be buried. 

Cyngiser remembers that the 
first prisoners of war the Na¬ 
zi's took were during their bat¬ 
tle with Russia. They were 
brought to the public bath in 
the ghetto. Cyngiser went to 
watch and was captured too for 
being out in public and was 
beaten with the Russian pris¬ 
oners. The Russian prisoners, 
says Cyngiser, were among the 
first to be gassed by the Nazis. 

The Nazis took Cyngiser's 
sisters away in the early parts 
of the war and they were never 
seen again. 

Jews were used as labour by 
the Nazis during the second 
world war and Cyngiser and his 
father were put to work in a 
camp making bicycles. They ate 
and slept in the same area they 
were forced to work in. A small 
loaf of bread was given to work¬ 
ers at the end of each day which 
was split up to feed about eight 
people. 

At the camp Jews were forced 
to make quotas. If they were un¬ 
able to produce enough units as 
part of their job they were shot 
outside. It was the other work¬ 
ers’ responsibility to bury them. 

While working at the factory, 
Cyngiser recalls a German sol¬ 
dier being shot. The Nazis in 


retaliation took 10 Jews and 
hung them publicly. Other Jews 
were forced to watch the hang¬ 
ings. 

Brutal force and discipline 
were used to keep the Jewish 
people in line and at one point 
Cyngiser received 25 lashes and 
a beating for a conflict he had 
with a German soldier. Lashes 
were given with a large whip 
with a lead triangle at the end. 

At the camp Jewish people 
died many ways. Some were 
shot but there were those who 
died of starvation and disease. 

Eventually the Russians 
started making ground against 
the Nazis and when the allies 
advanced to within 40 kilome¬ 
tres from the camp where 
Cyngiser was working, the 
workers were rounded up, 
about 3,000 of them, and were 
forced to move. Cyngiser re¬ 
members that the large number 
of people made huge clouds of 
dust as they walked 30 kilome¬ 
tres a day on rough roads. The 
prisoners had a feeling that 
something bad was about to 
happen to them and Cyngiser 
remembers feeling like he was 
marching to his own death. 

During the trip 69 Jews were 
killed in a three day span by 
Nazi machine guns. Those on 
the march slept in fields and 
didn't have food or water. 

While trying to run away 
during one point of the march, 
Cyngiser lost his shoes and 
spent the rest of the war in his 
bare feet. 

Eventually the march ended 
at another Concentration 
Camp. Five hundred women 
were taken to a local jail. 
Cyngiser and his father were 
among an estimated 2,500 who 
were housed in a factory. 

"We slept on the floor and sat 
around like animals," said 
Cyngiser of the eight days spent 
at the factory. "It was the low¬ 
est points in our lives. During 
the days we would dig trenches 
and at night we would go back 
to the factory to sleep." 

There was no toilet at the 
factory and the stench was un¬ 
bearable, said Cyngiser. 

After the eight days the Na¬ 
zis had an inspection of the pris¬ 
oners. Basically those who 
passed would continue living 
the lives they had for the past 
few years and those who did 
not pass were killed. Cyngiser 
and his father pinched their 
cheeks to give them colour and 
both passed inspection. 
Cyngiser's father died four 
months later. 

Cyngiser was taken to an¬ 


other camp with similar bar¬ 
racks to the ones experienced 
at the factory. Straw however 
lined the outsides of the walls. 

After a 12-hour shift 
Cyngiser was in line to get food 
but stepped on a nail or screw. 
A short time later his knee 
seized up on him. He was given 
surgery on his knee but couldn't 
work with the others. It became 
his job to clean the barracks. 
Someone at the camp recog¬ 
nized him one day and he was 
given a better job of peeling po¬ 
tatoes in the kitchen. But the 
floor would be wet where 
Cyngiser sat with bare feet and 
the moisture made his feet swell 
to an uncomfortable size. 

Eventually he couldn't do 
anything anymore and laid in 
the barracks for two days. 
Cyngiser thought he would die 
in the next two days. But on the 
second day of lying there a 
French soldier entered the bar¬ 
racks symbolizing the end of the 
brutality faced by those op¬ 
pressed. Cyngiser stood to greet 
the soldier but fainted. 


Cyngiser spent the next three 
years in a French hospital. Af¬ 
ter 30 days of care, he weighed 
72 pounds. He was skin and 
bone and had a hole in his back 
at the bottom of his spine. He 
had fluid in his lungs which 
were drained with long needles. 

He remembers the first 
times he was given meals and 
how it hurt to eat them because 
his stomach had become so 
small. 

An American Rabbi visited 
the patients of the hospital and 
one day Cyngiser found out 
that if you had next of kin liv¬ 
ing in Canada you could go to 
that country. 

He remembered the name 
and address of an aunt who 
lived in Calgary. When 
Cyngiser was a boy he used to 
beg to be able to write the ad¬ 
dresses on his father's corre¬ 
spondences. He remembered the 
woman's name and address 
from those experiences. 

He arrived in Canada Dec. 
23, 1949 and was married two 
years later. 


Cyngiser told his amazing 
and heartwrenching story to 
700 students at Westglen 
School during a Remembrance 
Day service last week and re¬ 
ceived a warm ovation at the 
end of his speech. 

He said he is talking about 
the events of the past for three 
reasons. 

One, he said there are holo¬ 
caust deniers out there and he 
wants to dispute those claims. 
He said it is a historical fact 
substantiated in many ways. 

Second, he believes himself 
to be a living document and he 
wants to give his story to fu¬ 
ture generations. 

And third, he knows today's 
youth will one day inherit the 
earth. He wants people to know 
their way of life is available be¬ 
cause people fought for it in the 
past. 

"You have no idea how for¬ 
tunate you are that these great 
men fought for your freedoms. 
You live in one of the greatest 
countries in the world and you 
should treasure your future."

QUESTION: My 16-year-old daughter is driving me crazy. 
She is sassy, noisy and selfish. Her room looks like a pig¬ 
pen, and she won’t work any harder in school than is abso¬ 
lutely necessary to get by. 

Everything I taught her, from manners to faith, seems to 
have sailed through her ears. What in the world do my hus¬ 
band and I do now? 

DR. DOBSON: I’ m going to offer you some patented ad¬ 
vice that may not make sense or seem responsive to the 
problem you’ve described. 

But stay with me. The most important thing you can do 
for your daughter is to “just get her through it.” The con¬ 
cept is a bit obscure, so let me make an effort to explain it. 

Imagine your daughter riding in a small canoe called “Pu¬ 
berty” on the Adolescent River. 

She soon comes to a turbulent stretch of white water that 
rocks her little boat violently. 

There is a very real danger that she will capsize and 
drown. Even if she survives today’s rapids, she will cer¬ 
tainly be caught in swirling currents downstream and plunge 
over the falls. That is the apprehension harbored by mil¬ 
lions of parents with kids bouncing along on the wild river. 
It’s the falls that worry them most. 

Actually, the typical journey down the river is much safer 
than believed. 

Instead of the water becoming more violent downstream, 
it eventually transitions from frightening rapids to 
tranquility once more. 

I believe your daughter is going to be OK even though 
she is now splashing and thrashing and gasping for air. 
Her little boat is more buoyant than you might think. 

Yes, a few individuals do go over the falls, usually be¬ 
cause of drug abuse or other addictive behavior. 

But even some of them climb back in the canoe and pad¬ 
dle on down the river. 

Most will regain their equilibrium in a few years. In fact, 
the greatest danger of sinking a boat could come from ... 
parents! 

QUESTION: Just how much opportunity do parents have 
to remake the personalities of their children? Can they 
change characteristics that they dislike? My son is pain¬ 
fully shy and I’d like him to be strong and assertive. Can 
we redesign him? 

DR. DOBSON: You can teach new attitudes and modify 
some behavioral patterns, but you will not be able to rede¬ 
sign the basic personality with which your child was born. 

Some characteristics are genetically programmed; they 
will always be there. 

For example, some kids appear to be born to lead and 
others seem to be made to follow. And that fact can be a 
cause of concern for parents at times. 

One mother told me that her compliant, easygoing child 
was being picked on and beat up every day in nursery school. 

She urged him to defend himself, but it contradicted his 
very nature to even think about standing up to the bullies. 
Finally, his frustration became so great that he decided to 
heed his mother’s advice. 

As they drove to school one day, he said, “Mom, if those 
kids pick on me again today ... I’m ... I’m ... I’m going to 
beat them up — slightly!” 

How does a kid beat up someone slightly?

Followers in this society are sometimes less respected 
than aggressive leaders and may be seen as wimpy or spine¬ 
less. And yet, the beauty of the human personality is seen 
in its marvelous uniqueness and complexity. 

There is a place for the wonderful variety of tempera¬ 
ments that find expression in children. 

After all, if two people are identical in every regard, it’s 
obvious that one of them is unnecessary. 

My advice to you is to accept, appreciate and cultivate 
the personality with which your little child was born. 

He does not need fit a preconceived mold. That young¬ 
ster is, thankfully, one of a kind.

My mother, who had remem¬ 
bered the whole poem in school, 
occasionally recited it when I 
was a boy. No doubt, recently 
hearing the name Osama bin 
Laden so often brought this dis¬ 
tant memory back to me. Un¬ 
like bin Laden, Abou Ben 
Adhem loved his fellow man 
and was all the more precious 
in the eyes of God for doing so. 

Much has been talked about 
the mindset of the terrorists 
who destroyed the World Trade 
Center. 

Of particular interest to me 
was the explanation of their cal¬ 
lousness by several different 
commentators. They attribute 
it to the narrowness of the fa¬ 
natics' education.

Computer Whiz will make an impact at Didshury Library 


Still confused about which 
turn to take down the informa- 
tion hiway of the internet 
world? If you are like most peo¬ 
ple, you are not alone. 

Enter Bejay Munoz, the new 
Intern at Didsbury's Municipal 
Library assigned to a (tempo¬ 
rary) full-term position dedi¬ 
cated to delivering Internet 
training sessions, and research¬ 
ing and developing Web 
sites...to name just a few of the 
duties he has in store for him 
between now and February. 
“It’s my passion to help people 


understand the potential com¬ 
puters have in our everyday 
lives,” says Munoz who gradu¬ 
ated from S.A.I.T. in April as a 
Computer Engineer Techni¬ 
cian. “Right now I’m working 
on the Library’s current 
website and helping them main¬ 
tain and upgrade what is al¬ 
ready there,” Munoz explains. 
“I want to train others on how 
to keep the site current and 
maintain it so that when my 
term here is over they have the 
resources to do it themselves.” 

Eventually Munoz savs his 


position will evolve to include 
providing training on basic 
internet usage and basic com¬ 
puter fundamentals ... depend¬ 
ing where the interests of the 
public lie. “Anyone with specific 
requests for computer training 
are being encouraged to fill out 
a special survey indicating 
which courses are most in de¬ 
mand.” 

Because Munoz’s position is 
part of a CAP (Community Ac¬ 
cess Program) Youth Initiative, 
his work in Didsbury will be 
complete once he fulfills the 480 


hour requirement. 

“I decided to do it as a full¬ 
time position which means I 
will probably be done around 
the end of January instead of 
the end of March, which is how 
it would have worked out if I 
would have been doing this 
term part-time....After this I 
will probably continue to 
search for a position in the 
field. 

I would like to eventually be 
a network administrator and 
help develop a complete system 
from scratch.”

Youth Ministry returns to Zion Evangelical Missionary Church

After a short hiatus with¬ 
out any “officially” appointed 
representative, the Zion 
Evangelical Missionary 
Church is once again ready to 
take on a fully operational 
youth ministry. 

"Basically, we operate un¬ 
der the philosophy of disciple 
making...Everyone is at dif¬ 
ferent stages of this in their 
life, so we work with each 
youth individually to see that 
they find their way through 
their spiritual journeys,” ex¬ 
plains Colin Crayton. 

Crayton has been serving 
as the Church’s new Youth 


Minister since August, a job 
he says he has been destined 
to perform. “I actually began 
doing youth ministry work 
about ten years ago in Taber, 
Alberta. Then when we moved 
to Salmon Arm, B.C. I did 
some more....now youth min¬ 
istry is my full-time job.” 

Crayton’s work in Dids¬ 
bury has become so success¬ 
ful, in fact, that 30 - 60 kids 
between the grades of 7 - 12 
show up for organized wor¬ 
ship and praise sessions twice 
weekly. “The Church has al¬ 
ways had a strong youth min¬ 
istry,” he explains, “...but 


when the previous youth min¬ 
ister left his position about a 
year ago, the parents did their 
best to take over. 

“It has been working out 
okay for them, but there was 
a tremendous amount of 
work and time involved and 
not everyone could afford to 
dedicate that kind of commit¬ 
ment.” Crayton maintains 
that parents of the congrega¬ 
tion are still very much a part 
of the Youth Ministry at Zion 
Church, only now they have 
someone to oversee its opera¬ 
tion year-round. 

“Our goal here is to sup¬ 


port families and try to be a 
positive influence with the 
kids. There’s always some¬ 
thing going on - anything 
from broom-ball to youth ral¬ 
lies. It’s really a busy time for 
everyone involved.” 

Anyone interested in at¬ 
tending a Youth Ministry ses¬ 
sion at Zion Evangelical Mis¬ 
sionary Church can do so by 
contacting the Church di¬ 
rectly.

Commitment would have made Sr. Robert Peel proud!

The father of modern day po¬ 
licing, Sr. Robert Peal, would 
have been proud to see the show 
of force in Olds, Nov. 3. 

It is because of Sr. Bobby 
Peal, police in England are re¬ 
ferred to as a “Bobby”. Peal is 
also known for the statement, 
“Police are community and com¬ 
munity are the Police.” 

Peel’s philosophy gave birth 
to RCMP supported committees 
such as Olds & District Commu¬ 
nity Policing Advisory Commit¬ 
tee (O&DCPAC). 

O&DCPAC played host to 50 
representatives from policing 
advisory committees throughout 
Central Alberta for an informa¬ 
tive one-day forum with guest 
speakers from Barrhead RCMP, 
the Crown Prosecutor’s Office, 
RCMP Telecom Centre in Red 
Deer and Rocky Mountain 
House’s CPAC. 

“This is an excellent turnout 
illustrating community commit¬ 
ment to community policing,” 
said guest speaker, Cprl. Wayne 
Oakes, past Community Policing 
Co-ordinator for the Stony Plain 
area and current member of the 
Barrhead RCMP detachment. 

“Committees like the ones 
represented here are a clear mes¬ 
sage to criminals that these com¬ 
munities will not accept anyone 
breaking the laws,” he said. 

“If you look after the small 
things it is amazing how the big¬ 
ger crimes go away, because peo¬ 
ple learn what their communi¬ 
ty’s standards are.” 

Oakes explained that serious 
policing complaints are the roots 
of these committees. 

Because of major moral prob¬ 
lems, crime watch and preven¬ 
tion programs failing, heavy 
caseloads and community dissat¬ 
isfaction. Alberta policing was in 


a crisis in the early 1990's. 
RCMP answered by induct¬ 
ing community policing pro¬ 
grams. Programs such as 
Citizens on Patrol and Rural 
Crime Watch reduced work 
loads, created strategies and 
new positions (Community 
Constable) and involved the 
community in their own po¬ 
licing. Policing has evolved 
from reactive to proactive 
thinking but still the reactive 
has a place in our criminal 
justice system. 

Danny Elliott, crown 
prosecutor for Didsbury Pro¬ 
vincial Court spoke on the 
reactive measures society can 
take once a crime has been 
committed. 

“Justice according to 
Danny” from the viewpoint 
of a prosecutor is to send eve¬ 
ryone home at the end of a 
day in court happy and if 
happy isn’t possible they 
should at least go home un¬ 
derstanding what happened 
and satisfied the justice sys¬ 
tem is working. 

“A prosecutor has an im¬ 
possible job; we need to keep 
the police happy, as well as 
making the defendant under¬ 
stand what has happened to 
him or her as well as keep¬ 
ing our employers (the pub¬ 
lic) happy.” 

That is a tall order to fill, 
said Elliott, because every¬ 
one’s needs are completely 
different. 

It is for this reason he is 
an advocate for restorative 
justice rather than “just 
sending every criminal to 
jail”. 

“I really believe in re¬ 
storative justice, I’m a big 
fan.” He explained, to pun¬ 
ish someone without them 
understanding and letting

good citizens. I don’t think 
most of these people have ever 
really felt like that before - and 
it’s a good thing.” 

In his opinion committees 
such as PACs can only help. 
The more justice minded peo¬ 
ple who are standing up in the 
community, the more their at¬ 
titudes will rub off on not-so- 
justice minded people. 

“If criminals know people 


are out there ready to turn 
them in: it can only be a deter¬ 
rent.” 

“I think heightened aware¬ 
ness of common issues around 
the province affecting local 
communities fight against 
crime left committee members 
enthused on moving forward,” 
said Judy Schlichenmayer, sec¬ 
retary treasurer with 
O&DCPAC.

Trials on various legumes and 
grasses give producers much 
needed information when plan¬ 
ning pasture seeding and im¬ 
provement. 

Red clover, a short-lived per¬ 
ennial legume with good qual¬ 
ity and productivity, is adapted 
to grey wooded and black soil 
areas and is fairly acid toler¬ 
ant. It develops a deep tap root, 
similar to alfalfa. 

It is more tolerant to water 
logged soil than alfalfa is, but 
less so than birdsfoot trefoil or 
alsike clover. 

This shade tolerant legume 
makes it possible to establish 
growth under some cover and 
seedlings are more aggressive 
than most other legumes. 

"Red clover is a good pas¬ 
ture legume," says Myron 
Bjorge, forage crops supervi¬ 
sor with Alberta Agriculture, 
Food and Rural Development, 
Lacombe. 

"It is palatable with very 
good nutrient quality and high 
animal intake. Red clover isn't 
considered to be as grazing tol¬ 
erant as some legumes. Graz¬ 
ing too closely or too fre¬ 
quently decreases its longev¬ 
ity. Rotational grazing with 
long rest periods is the best 
management practice for red 
clover. Letting the plants re¬ 
grow to the bud stage or more 
enables them to replace food 
stored in the roots." 

Close or frequent grazing of 


red clover in late summer and 
fall is especially detrimental. To 
keep red clover competitive in a 
mixture with grasses, the addi¬ 
tion of soil nutrients is needed. 
As with other legumes, inocu¬ 
lation with nitrogen fixing bac¬ 
teria is beneficial. 

"Red clover does have disad¬ 
vantages, too," adds Bjorge. "It 
is bloat causing. It is subject to 
winter kill from root food deple¬ 
tion in the fall. Being short-lived 
is red clover's most limiting fac¬ 
tor for its use as a pasture crop. 
Single cut types are longer lived 
than double cut types. 
Altaswede is the most common 
single cut type grown in Al¬ 
berta." 

On machine clipped trials at 
Lacombe and Bentley, Alberta, 
red clover yielded surprisingly 
well. On these trials, four or five 
cuttings were made per season 
to simulate grazing. 

Over the first two harvest 
years of these trials, red clover 
yielded just over 7,000 pounds 
per acre at both sites, putting it 
second in yield over-all at 
Lacombe and highest in yield at 
the Bentley site. 

Altaswede was the highest 
yielding at Bentley, and a Euro¬ 
pean variety was best at 
Lacombe. By year three of these 
trials, however, red clover had 
diminished in the stand to the 
point where yield was low. 

"The red clover trials noted 
here showed it to be very pro¬ 
ductive over two harvest years 
but then, as often occurs, the 
crop started dying out. However,

if stands could be maintained, 
it has the potential to be a very 
productive pasture forage," 
says Bjorge. "Red clover de¬ 
pends mainly on the persist¬ 
ence of originally established 
plants for its perennial habit. 
It doesn't naturally re-seed to 
a great degree and has no veg¬ 
etative means to spread. There 
have been interesting results 
with rejuvenating stands by 
various means. 

“To make red clover a more 
useful pasture legume, these 
rejuvenating practices need to 
be considered." 

Several years ago, a Grey 
Wooded Forage Association 
trial on red clover showed posi-

tive results of over-seeding red 
clover onto a hay/silage field 
containing a small portion of 
red clover and high grass com¬ 
ponent. In that trial, red clo¬ 
ver was broadcast with a cy¬ 
clone seeder followed by chain 
harrowing to achieve some seed 
to soil contact. 

Seeding was repeated on the 
same land in the spring of 1989 
and October 1989 and 1990, at 
7.0 to 8.5 pound per acre each 
time. The grey wooded soil was 
fertilized with 25 N. 25 P 20 K 
and 20 S. The result was that 
the percentage of cover of red 


clover increased from one per 
cent in June 1989 to 22 per 
cent in June 1991 in the seeded 
plots. 

"With proper management 
practices, it should be possible 
to improve the longevity and 
productivity of red clover for 
pasture," says Bjorge. "These 
practices include appropriate 
grazing and fertility manage¬ 
ment, combined with a means 
to re-establish red clover into 
existing stands. The crop's pro¬ 
ductivity makes it a legume 
worth considering in pasture 
forage plans."

Keeping up to date with your 
tarm direct customers 


Fall is here! The last berry 
has been picked, the last veg¬ 
etable washed. From now un¬ 
til spring, customer contact 
tends to slow down for farm 
direct marketers and fruit and 
vegetable growers. Traffic to 
your farms may disappear. 
Your presence at farmers' mar¬ 
kets or in a farm store may di¬ 
minish but you still want your 
business to remain fresh in the 
minds of your customers. 

"Stay in contact with cus¬ 
tomers during the off season," 
says Kerry Engel, rural devel¬ 
opment specialist-business with 
Alberta Agriculture, Food and 
Rural Development, Westlock. 
"A newsletter may be the long¬ 
term, marketing tool a business 
needs to keep in contact with 
customers. A newsletter can be 
a flexible and inexpensive 
method to communicate a busi¬ 
ness' message, educate, intro¬ 
duce new products/services, 
and create a year-round pres¬ 
ence. However, a newsletter 
cannot stand alone as the only 
promotional strategy. To be ef¬ 
fective it needs to be part of the 
overall marketing plan." 

If it's going to be read, a 
newsletter must contain valu¬ 
able information for the reader 
(the target market). An effec¬ 
tive newsletter will illustrate a 
business' strengt hs and benefits 
with testimonials from and ar¬ 
ticles about satisfied custom¬ 
ers. Articles need to demon¬ 
strate the reliability and con¬ 
sistency of the business and 
provide useful product infor¬ 
mation - not just sales informa¬ 
tion. 

"When planning a newslet¬ 
ter, set objectives." adds Engel. 
"Determine whether it is in¬ 
tended to build and maintain 
awareness for the business, to 
provide expanded information 
about products and services, to 
create a relationship and main¬ 
tain customer loyalty, or to ob¬ 
tain new business. Deciding 
what you want the newsletter 
to accomplish, before it is cre¬ 
ated, is critical." 

Create a mailing list for the 
newsletter from your client list. 
Promote it in your promotional 
literature or on the label. For 
example, the label might in¬ 
clude a call to action such as 
'to receive your free newsletter 
phone (area code) 555-5555'. If 
you collect e-mail addresses, an 
on-line newsletter can be estab¬ 
lished. Imagine the possibilities 
during the busy season. Instant 
updates on what's available 
and when! You may only wish 
to distribute the newsletter 
prior to the big summer season 
or only once during the quiet 
season, prior to the Christmas 
holidays. The distribution 
method might be handing it out 
at farm stores, markets or with 
farm gate sales. For consistent 
presence, the frequency of pub¬ 
lication is three to four times a 
year. Remember that a shorter, 
more frequent newsletter gets 
read more often than a longer, 
infrequent one. 

Newsletter contents depend 
on the target audience. What 


does the market want and need? 
Ideas include: 

Update clients on what the 
family is doing. One of the 
trends driving farm direct mar¬ 
keting is based on the urban 
consumers desire to connect 
with the farmer, their family 
and the farm. So tell them 
about the latest happenings on 
the farm with people, animals 
and crops, spotlight staff and 
inform them of factory or farm 
tours. 

• Highlight where raw prod¬ 
uct comes from. For example, 
promote your province, Al¬ 
berta Saskatoons, Certified 
Organic or Locally Grown. 
Explain the history and proce¬ 
dures associated with these la¬ 
bels. Let people know where a 
free product sampling will oc¬ 
cur. 

• You can subtly promote 
your products by including: 
recipes, menu ideas, product 


spotlights, ideas for creating a 
gift basket with your products, 
new merchandise updates and 
seasonal suggestions. 

• Don't forget information on 
crop pickings, upcoming 
events, an outlet listing, any 
special offers like gift baskets 
and, of course, a map. 

"Create a standard format 
that you can use with each is¬ 
sue," says Engel. "It makes it 
much easier to write. The for¬ 
mat might include: farm update 
section, recipe section, food 
safety section and a staff spot¬ 
light. Work with a local writer. 
Many enjoy fresh produce in 
exchange for written copy. 
Three-hole punch the newslet¬ 
ter to encourage people to keep 
it. Every time someone wants 
to make your recipe or try out 
one of your gourmet cooking 
tips, they will see your name 
and be reminded about your 
product.

CANADIAN FINALS RODEO

After appearing at the Canadian Finals Rodeo nineteen 
consecutive times. Olds bareback rider Bill Boyd is still “yet 
Marvelous” 

Boyd was the model of consistency at the 2001 Cana¬ 
dian Finals Rodeo held at Edmonton’s Sky Reach Centre from 
Nov. 7-11 as he captured his third Canadian Professional 
Rodeo Association bareback championship by spurring 
Calgary Stampede’s Yet Marvelous for 81.5 points to capture 
the event title. 

The 39 year old rider placed in all six rounds of the CFR 
and only needed a clean ride in the sixth go-around to claim 
the championship, his first since 1994. Boyd first won the 
Canadian title in 1992. 

“This is the first time I have placed in all six rounds, so it 
was a pretty consistent rodeo for me this year,” Boyd said in 
an interview after his successful ride. 

“I an just as happy now as I was the first time,” he added. 

Over the years, Boyd has drawn “Yet Marvelous” several 
times and on some occasions the 1,300 lb. brown mare has 
carried him to the pay window. The ride on Sunday was the 
most memorable for Boyd on the horse. 

Defending saddle bronc champion, Water Valley’s Glen 
O'Neill was locked in a battle with Valleyview’s Rod Warren 
for all six rounds but when the final buzzer sounded Warren 
walked off the infield with an 85 score aboard Franklin Ro¬ 
deo’s Air Wolf to edge O’Neill for the Canadian champion-

ship. 

Originally Guy Smith, of Wimborne, was announced as the 
calf roping champion after his time of 8.3 seconds had put 
him over the top for the championship. However, Donalda cow¬ 
boy Curtiss Cassidy had roped the wrong calf and he was given 
a re-run, which he took full advantage of by roping his calf in 
8 seconds flat to win his first Canadian championship. 

It took two extra bulls to decide the bull riding event as 
after the six rounds Big Valley’s Kelly Armstrong and Stettler’s 
Scott Schiffner were tied for first place, in the ride-off 
Armstrong posted an 85 aboard C-Plus Rodeo’s X’s and O’s 
but Schiffner was one better with an 86 winning the Cana¬ 
dian championship aboard Baird and Schellenberg’s Dodge 
Rep. 

In the fifth round of the bull riding, Greg Whitlow, of Olds, 
was severely injured when he was trampled by a bull. Whit¬ 
low suffered head injuries and was transported to University 
Hospital. 

After breaking the barrier in the first two rounds, Lee 
Graves, of Calgary, regrouped and was lightning quick in the 
last four rounds in capturing the steer wrestling event.
